Newman's action was strongly 
criticized, and sources close to the 
situation said the action was defensible 
because the suspect had no previous 
record. Under provisions of the . 1970 
District of Columbia Crime Act, a 
defendant with strong community ties 
and no past criminal record is. entitled 
to be released unless the prosecution, 
can show he may flee the court's 
jurisdiction. 

The interesting part of : this case is 
that reporters discovered the suspect in 
question had been arrested twice last 
year and once failed to show up for a 
scheduled court appearance. At the 
time of the suspect's release, it was 
assumed that U.S. prosecutors had 
made a check of the police and court 
records. If this is true, and they so 
informed the judge, then the release of 
a dangerous suspect becomes difficult, 
to understand.

POLICE RECORDS show that the 
stabbing suspect was arrested in April 
of 1974 and charged with armed 
robbery .but that the case was dropped 
by the U.S. attorney's office after it had 
been handed over to a grand jury. In the 
same year the suspect was charged 
with possession of marijuana but failed 
to show for a court appearance on the 
charge. In this instance the suspect 
later returned to the court, pleaded 
guilty and receiyced no sentence.After 
both 1974 arrests, the suspect was 
released on his own recognizance. - 

It stands to reason that a city which 
permits dangerous murder suspects to 
walk around loose is asking for more 
homicides. Although statistics are 
lacking, it. is understood that a high 
percentage of the violent crimes 
committed on the streets of nation's 
capital are the work of previous 
offenders who have received nothing 
but taps on the wrist from judges who 
heard the earlier cases.

Hitting a tennis ball in the 
center of the racquet is some- 
times more difficult than 
"jumping tall buildings in a 
single bound." It's not easy. 

When a player hits more 
balls off the wood than the 
strings, he begins to wonder if 
there's something wrong with 
his eyesight. He's more than 
embarrassed when some 
smart aleck shouts, "Use the 
strings — your racquet will 
last longer!" 

.Better players have prob- 
lems too. The intermediate 
often o*verhits the ball, trying 
to compensate for mishitting 
and to gain pace. The ad- 
vanced player realizes that a 
mishit volley will often turn a 
winner into an easy passing 
shot. Hitting in the center of 
the racquet is no easy task;. It 
takes years before one can 
expect to hit just one out of 
three balls in the "sweet 
spot." 

When it comes down to it, 
the ability to hit the ball 
squarely and with authority 
is what determines the even- 
tual winner. Here's, how you 
can improve this ability: V ' 

— Don't be violent. Over- 
hitting is a circular pattern 
that leads nowhere. The im- 
mature player mishits a ball, 
so he swings harder the fol- 
lowing shot. Again he mishits 
it, which prompts - hini to 
swing even harder. It's like 



the baseball player wildly 
whiffing the air, trying for a 
home rumOr a crazy week- 
end golfer straining to drive 
the ball like Jack Nicklaus. 
Center hits in all sports are 
only achieved by controlling 
the body, with a conservative 
backswing and economical 
motion. 

— Keep your balance. Mis- 
hits occur frequently if the 
player is not set at the point of 
contact. Be on balance. Step 
prior to the hit and keep your 
front foot flat during the hit. 
Bend your knees; this helps 
maintain balance. To test 
your balance, try holding 
your finish for a count of two 
after each hit, "Be a statue." 
/^See the ball. Many play- 
ers can't wait to see where 
their ■ shot is going, so they 
look before hitting it. This 
causes lots of disappointing 
mishits. Keep your head 
steady, eyes fixed to the point 
of contact until the ball is 
gone. Watch the ball careful- 
ly. Focus on it twice: once as 
it is being hit, and then as you 
contact it Notice how it en- 
larges the second time. Can 
you see the seams of the ball? 

The following drill will help 
you exercise your skills at 
making center contact. Hold 
the racquet in the middle with ■?. 
only three fingers (choke up). 
Turn the racquet face up and 
dribble the ball up. Don't 
send it higher than 12 inches. 

Try bouncing it down 
repetitively holding the 
racquet with the same grip.. 
You will become very sensi- 
tive, about; making dead- 
center contact.; If you mishit 
the ball, the racquet will turn 
in your hand. 

Practice against a back- 
board with the same grip. Try 
rallying from the baseline 
with a very loose grip and see 
what happens. The extra con- 
centration will help. Try it.
